SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the magazine Wet Set Number 11 as: 
Objectionable. 

Wet Set Number 11 is an Australian magazine which contains letters, stories, 
photographs and personal advertisements concerning ‘wetting’ and ‘adult baby’ 
fetishism. The magazine promotes and supports the use of urine in association with 
sexual conduct. A major focus of the magazine is on sexualised urination practices, 
which include urinating in association with masturbation, and the drinking of urine. 
The magazine also tends to support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes, by including a personal contact advertisement which explicitly focuses 
sexual attention on schoolgirls. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) protects 
freedom of expression. However, this magazine falls under two of the deeming 
provisions of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. These 
provisions take precedence over si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
